CZECHS HAVE WEEK 


Hitler Proposal Gives Time 


Limit—Proposals Said 


"Conciliatory." 


PADUA, Italy. (UP). Premier 
Mussolini said in a speech that 
the Czechoslovak government has 
until Oct. 1—one week—to answer 
Adolf Hitler's proposals. 


"Germany has forwarded pro- 
posals to Prague to which Prague 
has until Oct. 1 to reply," said 
Mussolini, a d d r e s sing 
300,000 


massed fascists. 
"The Prague government has six 
days to find the way to wisdom." 
It might "be possible to localize a 
German-Czechoslovak war, Musso- 
lini continued. Then he added: 
"However, some parties in other 


gTovei-nments think it is time to 
settle accounts with the totalitar- 
ian states." 


He deplored that "millions may 
be killed to support the lordship 
of Benes." (Bduard Benes is presi- 
dent of Czechoslovakia.) 


Of the possibility of a fight 
against the totalitarian states Mus- 
solini said: 
"In this case these 
parties would find themselves not 
before two nations but one nation, 
forming one block." 


He insisted that the Czechoslo- 
vak 
minority 
problem must be 
solved "integrally and definitely." 
PARIS. (JP). Havas (French news 


agency) reported from Godesberg, 
that in German circles it was un- 
derstood a German memorandum 
to Chamberlain made two princi- 
pal points: 
1. Chancellor Hitler granted ten 
days for Czechoslovak troops to 
evacuate 
the 
Sudeten 
area of 
Czechoslovakia 
and for German 
troops to take it over. 
2. No German guarantee was to 
be given for the future frontiers 
of the Czechoslovak state. 
Hitler was said to have refused 
to give the British premier any 
promise of a peaceful solution if

Postmaster General Farley Makes Brief Stop Here 


End of Peace Talk Marked by 


Most Intensive War 
Pre- 


parations Since 
1914. 


By the Associated Press. 
Europe stood Saturday on the brink of war. " The end of 


peace talks between Reichsfuehrer Hitler and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain signalled the most intensive war preparations 
since 1914. 
Prance called 300,000 reservists to the colors—the last step 


before general mobilization. Evacuation of border towns along: 
the German frontier began. France had more than 2,000,000 
men under arms. 


The British home fleet suddenly 
put to sea from Invergordon, Scot- 
land. Malta, Britain's naval base 
in the Mediterranean, was put on a 
wartime basis. All arms of Brit- 
ain's defenses were pxit in readi- 
ness. 
Czechoslovakia 
mobilized 
an 


army estimated at 1,500,000 men 
against the danger of German in- 
vasion. 
Belgium ordered partial mobili- 
zation. 
Chamberlain flew home to Lon- 


don from Godesberg after a final, 
fateful talk with Hitler. He had 
agreed to place a German memor- 
andum before the Czechoslovak 
government. It was semiofficially 
reported that the 
memorandum, 
whose nature was kept secret, al- 
ready had been relayed. 


Demands Said Lest. 


A Berlin Informant said Hitler's 
demands were even less than those 
made at the first conference be- 
tween Hitler and Chamberlain Sept. 
15 at Berchtesgaden. He said they 
envisaged eight days for the peace- 
ful handing over the Sudeten ter- 
ritory to Germany. Czechoslovakia 
already Jntad capitulated to British- 
French pressure to submit as the 
price of Europe's peace. 
But It wag said positively to be 
Hitler's Jaat offer. If the Czechs 
agree, it was said, peace would be 
preserved; if not, Czechoslovakia 
would bear the responsibility for 
the consequences. 
In London, where Chamberlain 


had called an emergency session 
of the cabinet and was to sec Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladler of France, 
Hitler's final demands were said 
to include immediate demobiliza- 
tion of the Czechoslovak army and 
occupation 
of 
Sudetenland 
by 
either Sudeten or German troops. 


There was no mention of British 
support for these demands. 


And it was doubted whether new

The 
ulp of the tooth is what is popu* 


laily kno\vn as the "nerve" of the 
tooth. When the nerve is infected 
or exposed, due to decay of the 
tooth, it is often destroyed. 
Tlic 


dentist may then remove the entire 
nerve to prevent further infection 
and pain. 


Some physicians who specialize 


in the care of the teeth believe that 
teeth with the nerves destroyed are 
a source of danger to the body, be- 
cause they may become infected 
and the infection may be carried 
from the tooth to other paits of the 
body, such as the joint of the bones, 
the heart or the kidneys, thus caus- 
ing severe damage to these vital 
organs. Furthermore, because the 
nerve of the tooth has been re- 
moved, infection may be present 
and there may be no pain. So, 
there may be an intection but the 
patient may not be aware of it. 


Not Necessary 


However, according1 to Dr. A. E. 


Smith, of New Orleans, it is not 
necessary to remove every pulpless 
tooth. If the tooth is abscessed, of 
course, he says, it should be taken 
out 
But if there is no infection 


around the root of the tooth, ai 
shown by careful X-rays, then it is 
not necessary to pull out tho tooth. 


Theie is a certain eye condition 


known as iritis 
(i-n'tis), which 


may develop because of. infection 
located in the teeth, tonsils, smusei 
or elsewhere in the body. If a per- 
son has Iritis and nn abscessed 
tooth, it is proper to believe that 
the eye trouble may be present be- 
cause of poisoning caused by the 
tooth 
infection, 
nnd 
the 
tooth 


should be removed. In persons over 
50 years of age who have symp- 
toms of infection, such as arthritis 
(ar-thn'tis), and X-rays show in- 
fected teeth in the month, such 
tce*th should 
he removed at the 


earliest opportunity. 


Keep Baby Teeth 


It is sometimes found in children 


that the baby teeth are affected by 
decay so that the pulp is destroyed. 
The pulpless teeth should not be 
pulled out immediately but, rather. 
should be kept in the mouth ns long

arms. Widespread mobilization was 
begun. France now intends to make 
war if Czechoslovakia is invaded. 


The war decision is now up to 


Hitler. If he is bluffing, there will 
be no war. If he is not, it seems 
certain that war is in the imme- 
diate offing. It was little Czecho- 
slovakia that called his bluff. 
It 


is up to him to fight now, or ad- 
mit that he had nothing on the ball 
when be began pitching. 


Chamberlain called

visit to Godcsberg a final effort to 
avert wnr. In a srnse it \vns. But 
In all the negotiations of Britain 
with the dictator countries over a 
period of six yer.rs, Britain hns not 
once seriously threatened the use 
of force.

out radio impulses of sufficient 
strength and dispersion that they 
can penetrate every home in the 
country, if the household receiver 
is properly tuned, the American 
feels his sympathies claimed tor 
Czech aims and aspirations. 


But as soon as the first im- 


pulses of the heart begin to pass, 
the lay listener becomes impressed 
with the danger that such broad- 
casts contain, There are two im- 
mediate effects.

WASHINGTON-—Possibility of 


European war has stirred up here 
considerable interest in just what 
the Immediate and long range eco- 
nomic effect would be. 


Leaving aside every question of 


the right or wrong of the conflict 
and looking only at the economic 
side, it seems likely that Britain 
and France, which together have 
about three billion dollars' worth of 
private credits available in Amer- 
ica, 
would immediately begin to 


buy 
supplies. 
The 
agricultural 


crops would feel the stimulus first. 
Europe needs American foodstuffs 
whenever her man-power goes to 
war. Our own increased acreage of 
today was a direct result of stimu- 
lated production for war purposes. 


Industrial America 
would not 


feel the war aa quickly as the agri- 
cultural side, but steel and metals 
would promptly begin to be 
great demand. Factories not now 
making a profit, known as marg- 
inal, would immediately be eligible 
for war orders. 


Legislation to prevent America 


from supplying war materials will 
be agitated, but, by the time con- 
gress meets, prices will have gone 
so high in the event of European 
war that tp enact the laws would 
mean a deflationary action so far- 
reaching as to mobilize an over- 
whelming majority 
against such 
restriction. 


The line of demarcation between 


supplies needed for civilian popula- 
tions and for combatant armies is 
not easy to draw, and, if the United 
States made technical distinctions, 
the exports of necessary products 
would promptly be arranged for 
thru neutral countries, like Holland 
or Belgium. 


The important 
difference 
be- 


tween 1914 and 1938 is that the 
naval question of contraband will 
hardly arise. America takes the po- 
sition that the cash-and-carry plan 
means any nation can buy, but 
must come and get the products 
The 
Anglo-French 
navies 
are 


strong enough to command the 
seas so an uninterrupted flow of 
American commerce to the Brit- 
ish and French could be main- 
tained.

belief that the countries 


allied against Germany might not 
be able to borrow in America. The 
government here, of course, would 
not make any loans, but it will be 
recalled that, between 1914 and 
1917, the borrowing by the allies 
was extensive and was done en- 
tirely thru private loans floated to 
American investors. 


Large bank balances would be 


security for these loans, since the 
British 
and _ French 
have 
been 


gradually accumulating such cred- 
its. As a matter of fact, the allied 
Erovernmenls would be somewhat 
better off this year than they were 
in 1914. because, thanks to Mr. 
Roosevelt's devaluation of the gold 
content of the American dollar, a 
European ounce of gold buys $35 
worth of American goods today, 
whereas, in 1914, the same ounce 
of gold obtained only $20.67 worth 
of goods. 


The demand for war supplies 


may have a sensational effect on 
the price structure of America. 
Thus, in war times, wheat was 
selling at $2.20 a bushel and the 
farmers protested that it should 
never have been held at that fjg- 
ure, 
but should have been allowed 


to go to $4 a bushel. Fancy prices 
for American raw materials were 
also paid. 


So, summing it up, it would ap- 


pear that the economic situation 
would 
turn 
into 
a 
boom 
and 


America would profit again by Eu- 
rope's misfortunes. None of these 
profits, of course. Is worth a single 
human life, but, viewed objectively, 
Europe's war will be America's 
gain. 


There is, notwithstanding all this 


potential benefit, a desire as well 
as a belief here th.it European 
war 
will not materialise. When 


Hitler comes face to face with the 
reality that America's granary and 
arsenals can be put at the disposal 
3f his enemies by a greater navy 
:han he has, the expectation here 
is that the game of diplomatic 
bluffing will come to a peaceful 
end.

Shortened Tendon of Achilles- 
The heel cord, tendo calcaneus, 


or tendon of Achilles, is the thick- 
est and strongest tendon or senew 
in the body. It is the common ten- 
don of the 
gastrocnemius 
and 


stoleus muscles 
which 
are the 


chief muscles of the calf. 
Con- 


traction 
of these 
muscles 
ex- 


tends or straightens out the foot 
on the leg, and this is important 
in propelling the body forward in 
walking or running. 


The gastrocnemius and soleus 


and the Achilles tendon are nor- 
mally 
elastic enough to permit 


flexion of the foot on the leg to 
an angle of 75 degrees. 
Many 


persons, however, have a short- 
ened heel cord and cannot flex the 
foot to less than a right angle (90 
degrees) or something not to less 
than 100 degree. 
This contraction 


of the tendon of Achilles is not 
enough to produce the deformity 
known as talipes equinus (club- 
foot in which only the ball of foot 
rests on the ground), but it makes 
the victim walk like a horse, a 
kneesprung norse. Medical name 
for this functional crippling of th& 
foot is Shaffer's foot. 


One with Shaffer's foot cannot 


comfortably walk barefoot or with 
low heels, but prefers high heels. 
He or she cannot talce long steps, 
but has to amble along in a char- 
acteristic trot. As a rule the foot 
appears 
high-arched 
and short

calves and unde>-- 


neath the instep—glib merchants
